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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: In response to the Applicant's arguments that the 
references do not disclose wherein the encryption key is known only to the security chip, the Examiner disagrees. The Examiner contends 
that the encryption key is only known by the trusted protected module initially prior to sharing it with either the input/output control hub 
(ICH) or another device. The Examiner believes this meets the Applicant's limitations, especially since the third limitation of claim 1 states 
that the "encryption key is obtained by security chip," which implies that the encryption key is known by a device other than the security 
chip. The Examiner further holds that the ICH may be bundled with the TCM as discussed in paragraph [0022] of US 2002/0083332 as a 
single integrated chip or a multi-chip module. It is further understood by those of ordinary skill in the art that TPM follows the industry 
consortium set forth in the Trusted Computing Platform Allicance (TCPA). The TCPA has set forth standards that TPMs follow, one of 
which is to maintain a key that is not known or shared so as to allow for trusted processing because the information contained in the TPM 
cannot be altered locally or via network intrusion. This supports that the Applicant's limitation was known in the art prior to their filing, and 
is illustrated in US 6,889,298, column 3, lines 16-38; US 2003/0037246, paragraphs [0010], [0022]; and US 2003/0061494, paragraph 
[0011]. 
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
